A  short  time  ago  the  Governors  of  the 
Toronto  Western  Hospital  received  from  the  University 
of  Toronto  a  copy  of  a  statement  sent  to  the  Governors 
of  the  University  "by  a  Corr  ittee  of  the  Medical  Staff 
of  the  Hospital*  T-ois  statement  c  ills  for  a  reply. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Governors  held  on 
Oct*  9th. ,  1912,  the  draft  agreement  regarding  teaching 
was  read*  It  was  then  explained  fully  what  had  "been, 
done  in  an  informal  way  by  some  of  the  Governors  of  the 
Hospital  in  the  matter  of  admitting  students  to  the 
Hospital*  All  the  Medical  Governors,  including 
Drs.  Clouse,  Beatty  and  McCullough,  were  present.  The 
memo  of  the  agreement  was  r  ;ad  and  discussed,  clause  by 
clause.  It  was  then  moved  by  Dr.  A. A. Macdonald  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Sigmund  Samuel  and  unanimously 
carried. 

"That  the  memo  for  basi3  of  agreement  to  be  made 
between  the  Governors  of  the  University  and  the  Governors 
of  the  Toronto  Wen tern  Hospital  foywarded  fron  the  former 
to  the  latter  institution,  having  been  carefully 
considered  by  the  Governors  of  the  Toronto  Western  Hospital, 
is.  hereby  approved  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes 
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and  that  this  decision  "be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the 
University  of  Toronto*™ 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Governors  on  Oct*  15th., 1912, 

Dr 3,  Beatty  and  Clouse  were  present  along  with  others* 

The  minutes  of  the  9ti:.»  of  October  were  read  and 
confirmed  without  opposition  or  dissent.  These  minutes 
con  til  the  Memo  of  agreement* 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Governors  held 
on  the  6th  of  January,  1913,  the  agreement  forward 
from  the  Univs  'sity  was  read  and  discussed,  clause  "by 
clause,  when  Dr.  A.  A.  Macdonald  moved  .nd  Mr.  Sigmund 
Samuel  seconded. - 

*  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  the  Secretary 
he  authorized  to  sign  the  agreement  between  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  /oronto  and  the  rporonto  Western  Hospital,  referr¬ 
ing  to  the  admissionfstudents  and  the  appointment  of  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Staff  as  teachers  anfi  associate  Professors

of  the  University  of  Toronto.  »phis  was  carried  unanimously, 
and  Dr.  Clouse  and  Dr.  Beatty  were  present. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors  on  the  10th.# 
of  February,  1913,  these  minutes  were  read  and  unanimously 
confirmed,  Drs.,  Beatty  and  Clouse  being  present. 

The  Medical  Staff  held  a  meeting  on  the  15th  of  January 
1913,  which  was  well  attended.  Dr.  A.  A.  Macdonald,  Dean, 
made  a  statement  regarding  the  agreement  ,  -.he  Admission  of 
Students,  And  the  formation  of  teaching  services.  Af  :er 
hearing  the  exr lanat' on,  Dr.  .  C»  Heggie  moved  and  it  ;as 
duly  seconded,  M  That  we  accept  the  agreement  i th  the 
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University,  leaving  the  appointments  in  the  hands  of  the 
President  of  the  University,”  This  was  carried  unanimously 
Dr  .las.  McCullough,  H.  A.  Beatty  and  E.  Clouse  “being 
present.  Dr.  Beatty  s  ;.id  that  affiliation  ith  zhe  Univer¬ 
sity  would  be  an  asset  th  the  Hospital.  These  minutes

were  confirmed  at  a  Staff  moating  on  the  5th  of  February, 

1913. 

The  agreement  was  signed  about  the  20th  of  January, 

1913,  and  sent  to  The  University.  A  little  later  the 
names  of  the  four  who  had  b;:en  appointed  associ  ate  T>ro- 
fessors  were  made  known. 

Shortly  after  this  Dr.  Webster  commenced  an  agitation 
against  the  agreement  among  his  friends  on  the  Staff.  He 
fre  uently  s  id  he  would  not  accept  a  position  second  to 
Dr.  MacdonalcU  A  few  members  of  the  Staff,  yho  -re  disposed 
to  cavil  at  almost  everything,  sided  .  /i th  him.  Jealousies 
over  the  appointment®  ware  harped  upon  '*nd  spread.  These 
discontented  Members,  together  with  a  n  umber  of  the  old 
Members  on  the  consulting  portion  of  the  Staff,  and  a  f  vr 
of  the  p  anger  Members,  who  ware,  no  doubt,  misled,  made 
the  total  vote  which  was  given  on  one  occasion  for  a  resol¬ 
ution  asking  that  the  agreement  be  rescinded.  These  members 
do  not  represent  that  element  of  the  Staff  that  has  built 

*  i 

up  -tfto  Hospital.  T*1®  ract  is,,  that  nearly  all  -those  who  have 

opposed  the  agreement  have  done  very  little  for  the  Hos¬ 
pital. 

It  was  felt  when  the  Board  of  Governors  had  several 
times, and  without  a  dissenting  voice, approved  of  the  agreement 
md  the  Staff  had  also  unanimously  done  the  same,  it 
would  then  be  ih  order  to  have  it  executed  and  returned 
to  the  University.  Those  who  are  now  o  posing  the  agreement 
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take  advantage  of  two  or  three  expressions  in  the  Act 
Incorporating  the  Hospital  to  rest  their  case  on,  that 
the  agreement  infringes  the  rights  of  the  Staff. 

It  will  Toe  seen  from  this  statement  that  the  Gover¬ 
nors  of  the  Hospital,  ;i  th  three  exceptions,  have  acted 
f  iirly  "by  all  parties  concerned.  These  three  exceptions 

w 

are,  Drs.  B«atty,  Clouse  and  McCullough,  all  of*  whom

Approved  of  the  agreement  at  the  Board  meetings  -rid  xt 
the  Staff  meeting,  hut  have  now  turned  their  hacks  upon 
their  ovn  records. 

There  is  just  enough  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation

to  give  possible  ground  for  leg  il  action.  The  Governors 
of  the  Hospital  feel  that  they  could  win  it  Law  without 
difficulty,  hut  feel  that  this  would  not  be  in  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  either  the  Hospital  or  the  University,  and  ,  there 
fore  now  ask  that  the  teaching  he  left  in  abeyance  for 
a  short  time,  until  they  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
having  the  Act  of  Incorporation  amended  soaas  to  remove 
every  element  of  doubt* 

Any  statements  made  by  the  committee  of  the  Sta~f 
to  the  effect,  that  the  agreement  /as  irregularly  entered 
into,  or  that  any  one  on  the  part  of  the  Hospital  in 
any  v/ay  deceived  those  who  acted  for  the  University 
are  quite  false  and  misleading.  Those  who  acted  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  Hospital  conducted  everything  in  the  most 
open  manner.  They  also  enjoy  the  confidence  oi  those 
who  have  done  the  work  of  building  up  the  TTospital. 

The  statement  made  by  the  committee  of  the  Staff 
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that  unless  the  Staff  is  united  the  teaching  of  Students 
would  he  a  failure,  is  wholly  incorreott  The  Gentlemen 
in  the  -various  services  re  iuire  neither  help  nor  sympathy 
from  those  on  the  Staff  /ho  are  not  .TLso  on  the  services. 
When  the  Act  of  the  Hospital  is  amended  these  apparent 
difficulties  will  it  once  disappear.  If  every  one  of 
those  opposing  the  agreement  resigned  now,  the  Hospital 
would  go  no  just  as  well,  both  as  to  number  of  patients 
nd  income. 

Any  statements  reflecting  upon  the  name  and  conduct 
of  Dr.A.  A.  Macdonald,  the  Daan,  ire  misleading  and  in¬ 
correct.  He  gave  -  fair  expl  mation  of  the  agreement 
to  hhe  Staff  it  its  meeting  on  the  15th  of  January, 

1913.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  Drs.  McCullough 
Beatty  and  Clouse  were  present  and  did  not  object  to 
what  he  had  said,  but  on  the  contrary  Dr.  Beatty  spoke 
in  its  support,  and  permitted  Dr.  peggie* s  motion  ex  - 
pressing  approval,  to  be  carried  unaaimou  ily.  Drs  » 
Beatty  and  Clouse  had  also  been  present  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Go  -ernors  on  the  6th  of  January,  when  the  agree¬ 
ment  was  read  and  unanimously  ordered  to  be  signed. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Staff  on  the  13th  of  February, 
1913,  a  motion  was  made  by  Dr*  Webster  censuring  Dr. 
Macdonald  for  the  statement  he  had  made  on  the  15th  of 
January.  This  was  lost  ,  and  thereupon  the  mover  disked 
that  he  be  allowed  to  withdraw  his  motion.  It  was 
unanimously  igreed  then  that  his  expression  of  censure 
be  withdrawn. 

This  brief  st  -tement  shows  that  Drs.  McCullough, 
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Beatty  md  Clouse,  Members  of  the  Board,  of  Governors, 
and  also  of  the  Staff  are  now  opposing  the  very  agree¬ 
ment  which  it  one  time  they  supported. 

The  Medical  gentlemen  of  the  Staff  who  have 
procured  donations  to  the  Hospital  are  practically  limited 
to  Drs.  Macdonald,  Price3ro»vn  and  Ferguson,  and  the 
principal  Donors  are  Messrs.  D. Faaken,  Sir  E.  Osier., 

Sir.  Wm.  McKenzie,  W.  G.  Trethewey ,  H.Langlois,  H.  C.  Tomlin, 
Massey  Harris  Company,  Y/.H.  Johns  to  n  Company,  Noel  Marshall, 

Hufuo  Hudson,  Y/.  Francis  arid  Garnet  Grant.  These  are

all  in  favor  of  admitting  students.
